[3] The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claim 1 (and claims 10, 16, and 25 by analogy), while the prior art of record 
teaches creating SRAFs along at least some of the bisectors between the adjacent ones of the 
spaced integrated circuit shapes, the SRAFs extending along the bisectors beyond an adjacent 
spaced integrated circuit shape, the prior art of record does not teach identifying different types 
of bisectors based on vertices of said bisectors, and creating SRAFs between the adjacent ones of 
the spaced integrated circuit shapes based on the different types of bisectors as outlined in the 
claim.
